RAILROAD TRAFFIC 
IN OHIO EFFICIENT 


State Council of Defense is 


Urged to Get Hold of 


Situation 


ASK FEDERAL GOVT. TO 


USE THE ZONE SYSTEM 


Numerous Suggestions Are 


Made By Gov. Cox at 


Today's Meeting

Columbus, O., June 12.—Governoi 


Cox will outline a general plan for 
the initial work of the Ohio Branch 
of the council of National Defense 
at Its first meeting mis afternoon. 
Upon which he has been working for 
weeks. 
He will suggest immediate atten- 


tion to transportation and to a food 
.survey of the state. 


As a means of getting 
at 
the 


transportation problem he will pio- 
pose the appointment of a commis- 
•slon of two or three members to go 
to Washington for conference with 
government experts on detail mat- 
ters. 
He will urge that the Ohio branch 


petition the government to handle 
the transportation problem by means 
of the state government experts in 
each zone to co-pperale with 
rail- 


road officials, with a general plan 
of moving traffic by preference, giv- 
ing munition, food stuffs and coal 
preference over otlier snipments. He 
believes it would be possible m the 
zone plan to find if present 
trans- 


portaion trouoles are due to lack of 
vrolling stock or to management. 


He will suggesc a division of the 


Ohio council into groups, each to 
have some particular phase of the 
council's work to look after. These 
groups would be classified 
as fi- 


nance, food supply and conservation, 
labor, mining, publicity and'trans- 
portation. 


The chief executive likewise will 


place before the council a plan look- 
ing to disposition of the labor trou- 
ble which may arise in the state dur- 
ing the war. with some sort of a 
commission to represent the state in 
such difficulties. 
- 


He will tell the council members 


that a greater^ portion of'the $250,- 
000 appropriated' for just such an 
emergency would fce available 
to 


carry out the work of the council. 


"All the states of the Union are 


making some form of state organiza- 
tion to co-operate with the govern- 
ment in handling food supply prob- 
lems," said the governor in outlining 
the suggestions he will make to the 
council. 
"The men who have been 


called for today's meeting will con- 
sult with state officials to work ou; 
a definite procedure of Ohio. These 
men, 
we think, represent as nearlj 


as possible, all the industries, activi 
ties, professions and trades as are 
contributing or may contribute to the 
state •welfare.

23.— (Coriespondence)—The 
mem- 


oiandum of the late Governor Gener- 
al Bissmg of Belgium, in which he ad- 
vocated the annexation of the little 
kingdom as the only possible policy 
for Germany is published in full m 
'Greater Germany," a review issued 
by Deputy Bacmeister of the Prus- 
sian Diet, a national liberal and an- 
nexationist. The unashamed naked- 
ness with which the memorandum 
calls for the dethronment of the Bel- 
gian rojal house, the exploitation of 
Belgian resources and preparations 
for a new war to follow tbe present 
struggle, shows that the 
document 


was never intended for public view. 
"'Von Bissing recognizes that Ger- 
many can have little hope of making 
'nends of Belgians after the war, 
warns against "illusions of possible 
reconciliation," and calmly counts up 
the value of booty from Belgium and 
:he advantages pocketing the country 
irom a military, naval and economic 
standpoint. 
The memorandum says that the 


strategic Aim of the present war is 
:o gain room for the concentration 
and advance of German armies in a 
ne\v war against England and France 
and that, without the possession of 
Belgium, it is doubtful if the new 
war could be prosecuted on an of- 
fensive basis. Discussing the subject 
of the policy of iron-hand, von Biss- 
ing laments the mistakes of a vacil- 
litatmg policy of conciliation as at- 
tempted in Alsace-Lorraine and Ger-

(Philadelphia Record.) 


The President's statements rank 


second to none among the documents 
of the war, and none of 
his- com- 


munications is more significant or 
more forceful than his communica- 
tion to Russia. 
"The day has come 


to conquer or submit," he tells Rus- 
sia, and that is true of every one of 
the allies, and not less true of the 
United States than of Russia. 


This is certainly not a war of con- 


quest or plunder on the part of the 
allies. 
Least ot all is it such a war 


on our wart. 
But from the first Ger- 


many has avowed blatantly its de- 
termination to rob nations right and 
left of their territories 
and 
their 


property, and every one of the allies 
must submit to German domination 
or break the military power of Ger- 
many. 


Were Germany able to cajole Rus- 


sia into withdrawing from Uie war 
ai'd to overpower France and Great 
Britain, it would then turn upon us 
and demand that we pay-the indem- 
nity that the European allies would 
be too poor to pay. 
We could not 


have escaped this by submitting to 
the German embargo of our ports. 
When Germany goes to war it goes 
for plunder. War is a source of rev- 
enue. 
And Germans, dub'ous about 


what the war would leave of France 
mil Germany, were already smacking 
their lips as they retlected upon the 
opulence and helplessness 
of 
the 


United States. 
All of the allies are 


in the same boat; it is either Ger- 
many over all, or all over with Ger- 
many. 


Certainly we are not in this war 


for conquest or plunder for ourselves 
or anv other nation. 
It is equally 


certain that we are not going to help 
to restore the status quo ante and re- 
establish the Hoheuzollern autocracy 
n the position it held three years 
ago, with the very great increase of 
nilitary power afforded by its con- 
quest of Austria, Bulgaria and Tur- 
-tey. 
We are not going to restore 


;he conditions out of which this in- 
quious war grew, and the conditions 
favorable for its outbreak again as 
soon as the kaiser has consolidated 
iis new power. 


We will not aid in annexations, 


but we will aid conquered people to 
recover their independence and dis- 
pose of their own political futures. 
We will not aid any nation in seek- 
ng to make plunder out of this war, 
but we shall insist on "payment for 
manifest wrongs done." 
Germany precipitated this war for 


onquest and booty. 
It lias failed. 


\ow it is trying to get its enemies 
_o assent to peace to the basis of a 
Irawn fight. 
Germany and Austria 


Jo not yet offer peace on the basis 
of no annexations 
or 
indemnities. 


They are still talking about extort- 
ng "both. 
But they hope the Rus- 


sians can be induced to stop fighting 
by this talk about no annexations 
aiid no indemnities. 
It won't work. 
Germany is toler- 


ably well understood. 
No other na- 


.ion in the world'is safe while Ger- 
many remains in a condition to do it 
larm. As the President says, "Gov- 
ernment after 
government has, by 


the!r influence, without 
open con- 


quest of its territory, been linked to- 
gether in a net of intrigue directed 
against nothing less than the peace 
and liberty of the world." 


The status quo ante will not be 


.estored. This war will not end on 
the basis of a drawn fight. The con-

Will Feed Thousands, 


Experts Warn. 


A single slice of bread seems an uu- 


Important thing. In many households 
one or more slices of bread daily arej 
thrown uway and not used for human] 
food. Sometimes stale quarter or nail' 
loaves ure thrown out-

Yet one good sized slice of bread—

ters of an ounce oil flour.

,000 homes Wustes on the average only

;000,000 ounces of flour, over 875,000 
pounds, or enough flour for over a.mil-

an army of farmers, railway men, flour 
mill people- To get the flour to the 
consumer calls for many freight cars 
and the use cf many tons of coal.

some one says, a full slice of 


bread is not wasted in, every home. 
Very well, make it a. dailrfslice for 
every four or every.ten or every thirty 
homes,-make it a. weekly or.monthly 
slice in .every home, or make the wast- 
ed slice thinner. 'The; waste <of flour 
involved is still appalling, altogether 
too great to be tolerated when wheat 
in scarce.
